Estray Animal Act 
The Estray Animals Act of Al- 
berta was amended or practically 
re-drafted at the last session of the 


| legislature and makes ample pro- 


vision for the protection of owners 
of estray animals. The onus of 
locating the owner of an afimal is 


— | placed on the man to whose prem- 


ises the animal strays. He is 
compelled to advertise and the 
newspaper is allowed $1.50 for the 
three insertions, By the terms of 
the Act this advertisement should 
be arranged for by the nearest 
brand inspector, but it is a common 
custom for the farmer, or other- 
wise, to arrange it himself. If 
these means fail to identify the 
owner, the nearest brand inspec- 
tor must be notified and he will 
make arrangements to have the 
animal sold by public auciion, 
From the proceeds of the sale 
all costs will be paid, and the bal- 
ance, Af any, must be sent to the 
Department of Agriculture, where 
it is held in trust for one year. If 
by the expiration of that time the 
owner doesn’t turn up the money 
goes to the general revenues of 
the province. Those to whose 
places animals stray should not 
forget that while they are obliged 
to find the owner the ordinance 
provides for payment of all 
penses, The owner must pay them 
before the animal can be removed. 
The estrayed animal must be cared 
own,

INDIAN PRINCE IS NOW VISIT- 
ING IN AMERICA, 


The Maharajah of Baroda Rules One 
of India's Greatest Semi-Indepen- 
dent States and Is Quite a Remark- 
able Man—Brings His Wife and 
Her Suite With Her—Succeeded to 
the Throne at Twelve. 


He is visiting us, but the $40,000,- 
000—or is it $400.000,000?—worth of 
diamonds and rubies and sapphires 
and the elephants with cloth of gold 
howdahs and the repes of pearls and 
the gold cannon will stay home, 
Whereat we grieve, for they would 


have made a rare show in Canada. 
Who is visiting us? The Gaekwar 
of Baroda, of course. Who else in all 
this wide world has so many millions 
of dollars’ worth of jewels? The last 
time he was here he was asked 
whether his jewels were really worth 
as much as $40,000,000. “TI really can- 


mot say,”’ answered the gaekwar. “‘I 
have not seen them recently. But, 
g@nyway, they are not for sale.” The

reporter managed to reply when he 
got over the shock that he wasn't 


thinking of buying them. 

The gaekwar did not speak Barodan 
fo the reporter, because it was not 
necessary. He speaks English as well 
as you or I, or perhaps better, for he 
is the most enlightened of all the na- 
tive princes of India as well as one 
of the richest. Since his twelfth y 
he has been gaekwar, or maharajah, 
of Baroda, one of the great semi- 
independent states of India, with an 
area of 8,000 square miles and a popu- 
lation of about 2,000,000. So far as 
the internal government of Baroda is 
concerned the gaekwar is supreme, 
with power of life and death over his 
people and with the right of judg- 
ment over them whenever he chooses 
to'enter the courts. 

With the gaekwar is the gaekwaress 
dif that is the correct term for a 
female gaekwar). Her proper title is

the maharani, and with her is the 
chota mahuarani, her daughter, with 
their suite. His highness is on his 


way from Yokuhama across the Paci- | 
fic to Vancouver, where he landed on 
June 5, and is traveling through Can- 
ada to Niagara Falls and thence to 
New York 

The gaekwar is much of a man, it 
should be written, making up in 
‘brains and eb'lity whet he lacks in 
étature and, it must 


be confessed, in 


looks. His menners, too, are charm- 
ing, eecording to the persons who 
met him scoially last time. He is a 


close, keen observer and able to draw 
his own deductions from what he 
sees. He is not at all an Indian ruler 
of the old school, semibarbaric, with- 
out power or the inclination to assimi- 


late modern ideas. Indeed, it is due 
to this leck on the part of the pred>- 
eessor of the present gackwar that 
tthe latter owes his throne. The pre- 


ceding gaekwar wes a gentleman wit! 
mediaeval ideas about his relations to 


the world in general and the British 
rule of India in particular. Several 
ftimes he rubbed the wrong way 
against her majesty’s representative 
fin Baroda, and finally he decided 
that there wasn’t room enough in 


Baroda for both himself and the resi- 


ident So the old gaekwar managed 
to have poison introduced into the 
resident's bill of fare, and the resi- 


dent became violently ill, 
the hand of the British 
fin India descended heavily on the 
gaekwar, and he went permanently 
out of the business of ruling over 
(Baroda 

That wes away back in 1875. Ac 
wording to native custom, the che 
of a new gaekwar rested with the wife 
of the deposed ruler, who, by the 
way, had taken refuge with the Brit- 
ish officials from her husband's in- 
‘tolerable cruelties. Gopal Rao, a 
distant relative of the deposed ma- 
hharajah, was chosen to rule over 
(Baroda. He was only twelve years 
‘of age and did not take up the active 
direction of the affairs of his country 
for several years, its government be- 
‘ing administered by a regency while ' 
the received careful tuition from native 
and British instructors.

AN INFANT PRODIGY. 


Cochrane Has Now the Air of a Thriv- 
ing Metropolis, 

A year and half ago Cochrane was 
not on the map. To-day it is a thriv- 
ing, bustlittg community, taking ca 
the airs of a metropolis, basing great 
expectations on two facts, one that it 
is the centre of a district rich in tim- 
ber, mineral, water power, and agri 
cultural land, and second that it ts 
the junction point of two great rail- 
ways, the new National Transcontin- 
ental, building by the Dominion Gov 
ernment, and the T. & N.O., built 


| by the Ontario Governmen}. 


Real estate always furnishes 4 
measure for a community’s hopes. 
And it is but a few months since the 
T. & N.O. Commission auctioned off 
the lots that constitute the townsite 
of Cochrane, so christened at that 
time in honor of Ontario's Minister 
of Lands and Mines, the Honorable 
Frank. The prices then realized were 
surprisingly high, but are vastly in- 
ferior to those already commanded for 
the same lots 

And a year and a half ago the site 
was the forest primeval. At that time 
the T. & N. O. rails were laid to wit'- 
in a couple of miles of the present 
town. A hardware merchant named 
McManus, with the adventurous spir- 
it of the pioneer, decided to establish 
a store here. He bought a carload o! 
hardware in Toronto, brought it to 
the end of the rails, and proceeded to 
haul it by team along the trail tor 
the rest of the journey. Before he had 
it transported he had sold over half 
of the whole car. McManus was che 
first settler. To-day he is still the 
first citizen, being the duly elected 
mayor of a town of around 2,000 in- 
habitants. 

Already Cochrane has its ‘oldest 
building.” It is a section of the freight 
shed of the T. & N. O. Railway, large 
and respectable looking, and tilled to 
the ceiling with merchandise, chiefly 
railway supplies, canned goods, an‘ 
Alongside this building lies 
the railway diamond, that cannot but 
prove to be historic. From this dia 
mond fur lines of railway stretch 
away towards the uttermost limits of 
Canada. To the south lies Toronto, 
to the west the great prairie and 
Prince Rupert, to the east Quebee and 
the Atlantic, and while this at pres- 
ent is the northerly terminus of the 
T. & N.O., the tracks have been laid 
for a mile or so into the “last North.’ 
And there is not so much of this “‘last 
North” either, 480 miles north of To- 
ronto, Cochrane lies within 180 miles 
of James Bay. It will be no serious 
matter to connect Toronto up by rail 
with James Bay the moment there is 
any real reason to do so. Then we 
will be getting on the train at Toron- 
to’s Umon Station at 10.20 p.m. and 
be at Arctic waters by the next night. 
At last Canada is conquering its geo 
graphy.

northerly jumping-off place. To reacu 
James Bay you take to the canoe. 
Seven days is the journey, and it 
holds no terrors for even a nedphyte 
in the woods.

west, The price of wheat lands in 
this immediate vicinity has gone up 


at the rate of $1 an acre a month for | 


the last six months. 


To Survey Big Water Route. 


The Government has decided to 
make an immediate survey, with the 
idea of ascertaining the possibility of 
establishing a navigable water route 
between Winnipeg and Edmonton and 
the North Saskatchewan River and 
Lake Winnipeg. It is believed that

And yet it is said that this record, | 


amazing as it is, has been eclipsed by 
another seafaring man, who, however, 
is not 2 sailor. The actual holder of 
the world’s marine record is Mr. H. 
Stevens, late chief wine steward on 
board the Cunard liner Lucania. 
Starting when a mere boy as a pantry 
helper in the service of the Cunard 
Line, Mr. Stevens spent forty years 
in constantly crossing and recrossing 
the Atlantic until, at the time of his 
retirement, he could boast that hia 
aggregate mileage on the “herring- 
pond” exceeded three millions, the 
equivalent of more than 120 circuits 
of the earth at the Equator. 

The man who is proud of having 
crossed from Dover to Calais or from 
Folkestone to Boulonge a score or 
will think 
record when he learns that one man 
has made the Channel-crossing no 
fewer than 30,000 times, and did not 
think much ef the feat either. This 
modest traveler was Captain Bennett, 
who, a dozen years ago, retired from 
the South-Eastern and Chatham 
steamship service with a fifty-three 
years’ record to his credit.

MONTREAL.—On May 22nd the 
8. 8. “RAKAI” sailed from this port 
for Auckland, New Zealand, this being 
the first sailing of the recently sub- 
sidized C, P. R. line from Montreal to 
Australia and New Zealand. 

Part of the “Rakai’s’’ cargo consist- 
ed of 2 carloads of ‘*2 in 1’ Shoe Pol- 
ish, made in Hamilton by F. F. Dal- 
ley Co. This is the third shipment of 
“2 in 1’? sent to Australia by the 
Dalley people within the last year.

WHITSUNTIDE CUSTOMS. 


Remarkable Observances Are Found 
In Rural England. 
It would be idle to inquire the ori- 


| gin of some of the extraordinary cus- 


toms which still obtain at Whitsun- 
tide, for the beginning of many of 
them is lost in obseurity. 

All the history that can be gathered 
of them is that they have been ob- 
served from time immemorial, and 
that local sentiment will not permit 
them to die out. 

Not the least remarkable is one that 
is dear to the hearts of the good peo- 
ple of Birdlip, a usually quiet village 
in the Cheltenham district. Down a 
hill which the neighborhood boasts a 
substantial round cheese is set roll- 
ing, with the younger and more active 


| of the population in hot pursuit, 


Before it can be captured many cf 
the pursuers are rolling, too, but none 
so fast as the cheese, which generally 
falls to one of the crowd who is able 
It would be inter- 
esting to know the why and wherefore 
of this cheese-rolling, but there is 
nothing to show this. 

The County of Northampton has a 
Whitsuntide observance which is only 
kept up once in twenty years, the 
next year for it being 1923. It Cates 
from the reign of “‘Good Queen Bess,” 
and the scene of it is the village of 
Corby. 

Its object is to commemorate a 
charter granted to the inhabitants by 
Queen Elizabeth which freed the 
knights of the shire from certain mili- 
tary duties, and other folk from serv- 


, ing on juries at Northampton. 


In the small hours of Whit-Monday 
morning the roads and byways of the 
parish are stopped up, and toll is de- 
manded of all who would pass there- 
by. Should this demand not be com. 
plied with, the pedestrian is seized 
and hoisted on to a stout pole, upon 


which he is carried through the vil- | 


lage, escorted by the jeering populace, 


whose lung-power is given full scope | 


for the occasion. 

Whitsuntide is essentially a religi- 
ous season, and perhaps one of the 
most remarkable celebrations of it is 
that which takes place in Cornwall. 
It is held in what is known as the 
Gwennap Pit, and in commemoration 
of the years gone by when John Wes- 
conducted religious gatherings 
there. 

The service is of a most impressive 


character, and on occasion it has at- | 


tracted more than 10,000 devout Wes- 
leyans to the spot. No distance is 
to great for them to travel, and some 
have been known to come from such 
distant parts of the country as Lan- 
eashire and Yorkshire. 

The mention of Cornwall recalls the 
fact that in the year 1540 a church 
there was struck by lightning during 
the course of the service on Whit- 
Sunday morning. Many of the wor- 


shipers were injured, the storm being | 


described as “awful” and as a “‘fear- 
ful judgment” upon the church. 
Superstition is not quite so rife in 
these enlightened days, but there are 
still people in this country who get up 
unusually early on Whit-Sunday 
morning in order to see the sun rise. 
They firmly believe that whatso- 
ever is asked of the Almighty at the 
instant the sun rises on Whit-Sunday 
morning is sure to be granted. In 
years gone by this was a widely ac- 
cepted superstition, in which 
are still believers to be met with in

They declare, too, 
that their requests have been granted.

The 
young men and maidens came more 
together at that season than at any 
other of the year. 

It was looked upon as the 
“blush” of summer, and as lending 
itself to outdoor pastimes retarded by 
the cold winds of the earlier days of 
Eastertide and spring.
